CHARGES IN

(BEFORE JUDGE SHANNON.) : 

A warning to the public not, to invest their 
money in “ diddlum clubs '” was given yester- 
aay by Judge Shannon, when two cases of 
fradudulent conversion came before him. 

Sentencing Arthur Binks, Vernon Grove, 
Vernon avenue, Dublin, 33-year-old clerk, 
to twelve months’ imprisonment as irom 
December 22 last for converting the funds of 
a ‘‘diddlum club ” to his own use, the judge 
said : 

'“I often wonder why, when the public read 
of these cases in which irresponsible people 
defraud members of ‘diddlum clubs,’ they 
continue to invest money in this way. T 
are public institutions—post offices and other 
places—where poor people and others can 
place their money with safety and earn 
interest on it, and where they have not to 
pay people like you (Binks) to keep money 
for them and run the risk of losing their 
savings.”
